WHEREAS, Tulloss continued to serve his community and the State when he was appointed in
2008 by Governor Mike Easley to represent Highway Division Four on the North Carolina Board
of Transportation; and

WHEREAS, Tulloss was reappointed to the North Carolina Board of Transportation by
Governors Bev Perdue, Pat McCrory and Roy Cooper; and

WHEREAS, Tulloss served on the state Board of Transportation for 12 years and retired from the
